The resolution states that the 
association appeals to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury and t> Con- 
eress for relief from the present 
Unsatisfactory ccnditions. It rec- 
Ommends that the Government 
sell whisky in seale@ packages of 
$8.16 and 32 ounces, for medical 
use Only, at a fixed retail price to 
be established by the 7overn- 
ment and printed onethe iabel. 
This arrangement, the reselu- 
tion states, would insure pure 
whisky at a fair price, would re- 


duce the illegal medical use of 
whisky to a minimum. and would 


eliminate the present oppro- 
brium which rests unwarrant- 
edly upon the medical profes- 
sion.

“The Hairy Ape” Are “In- 
formal Thus Far.” 

NEW YORK, May 22.—Chief Citw 
Magistrate McAdoo js studying the 
manuscript of Eugene G. O'Neill's 
piay, “The Hairy Ape,” now being 
performed at the Plymouth Theater 
to determine whether. as charged tn 
complaints which he has received, 
the play is “impure, obscene and in- 

decent.” 

The chief character of “The Hairv 
Ape” is a stoker on an ocean liner. 
The play is admittedly realistic in the 
language it employs, and vet it has 
been criticised on the ground that the 
language is milder than that which 
would actually be used by such a 
character under such circumstance: 
The play has been widely praised as 
an artistic accomplishment. 

Arthur Hopkins, producer of the 
play, has written to Owen Davis. 
chairman of the newly formed Cen- 
sorship Committee of the organiza- 
tion of playwrights and producers 
who have combined to institute 
System of public censorship of plays, 
as opposed to State censorship. 

Hopkins warned Davis that, judg- 
ing from the fact that complaints
